MJOR  INDUSTRIES 


The  major  industries  in  the  area  now  consist  of  a  tannery,  nylon  stocking 
factory,  clothing  factory,  sportswear  factory,  agricultiire  and  the  United  Kingdom 
Atomic  Energy  Establishment  at  Y/indscale.  A  large  part  of  the  area  is  situated  in 
the  Lake  District  National  Park  and  attracts  many  visitors  in  the  summer  months.

Productivity,  Employment  Exchange,  Millom,  for  the  following  report 

"1969  sa7/  Millom  still  struggling  from  the  high  unemployment  of  I968 
although  the  October  1966  unemployment  figijire  of  504  -  16.27^  had  dropped  to 
388  or  12.4?^  by  January  I969  (Percentages  adjusted  on  receipt  of  revised 
population  figures). 

ThroiAghout  the  year  the-  unemployment  figure  drop,;  v^d  slowly,  as 
opportuinities  were  found  in  an  ever  widening  job-catchment  area. 

As  Millom  people  adjusted  to  the  position  of  seeking  work  further  afield, 
and  employers  realised  the  source  of  labour,  opportunities  arose  in  industries 
up  to  30  miles  distant,  and  this,  combined  with  local  expansions,  brought  a 
reduction  in  the  unemployment  figure  which  dropped  to  232  or  8. 1^  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

More  people,  however,  were  travelling  further  to  work  and  the  town 
remained  short  of  male  employing  industry  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  ever 
increasing  long  distance  workers,  a  problem  which  so  far  has  not  been  solved, 
in  spite  of  the  availability  of  an  advance  factory".

MASS  RADIOGRAHIY  SEWICB; 

There  was  no  visit  of  the  X-Ray  Unit  to  the  Millom  area  during  1969*  Any 
residents  of  the  Rural  District  who  now  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this  excellent 
service  must  now  make  their  way  to  the  West  Cumberland  Hospital  or  Workington 
Infirmary. 

FAMILY  PLANNING  CLINIC; 

The  year  19^9  saw  the  continued  activity  of  the  Family  Planning  Clinic 
sponsored  by  the  Family  Planning  Association.  It  is  obvious  that  the  expert  advice 
given  is  much  appreciated  locally  and  Clinic  attendances  continue  to  increase. 

The  Clinic  itself  is  under  the  charge  of  an  experienced  Doctor  and  Nurse  assisted 
by  a  number  of  voluntary  workers.  The  Sessions  are  held  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Monda*  .. 
of  each  month  from  2,00  p,m.  to  4«00  P*ni.  During  1969>  14  new  cases  were  dealt

Chemical  analr/sis  of  the  water  f?:om  the  various  supplies  throughout  the 
district,  siiggest  that  the  risk  of  pluiabo- solvency  is  negligible.  However  the 
Minj  stry  of  Hou.sing  and  Local  Government  ho,ve  approved  a  Byelaw  prohibiting  the 
use  of  pipes  of  lead  or  lead  alloy  for  use  in  water  ser\'’ices  intended  for  the 
conveyance  of  water  for  hiinian  consumption.

All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  YiHien  contamination  of  a  raw  water  is 
indicated  by  increased  "Chlorine  demand"  the  gathering  grounds  of  that 
particular  soTxrce  are  inspected  to  ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Quite  frequently 
coiitamination  is  caused  by  the  -unburied  bodies  of  animals,  particularly  sheep. 

These  carcases  are  removed  and  buried  elsev;here.  The  area  where  the  carcase  had 
lain  is  then  treated  with  lime.  Samples  of  water  going  into  supply  are  regularly 
sent  from  all  supplies  for  bacteriological  examination  and  mains  are  periodically 
flushed. 

When  a  doubtful  report  is  received  from  a  bacteriological  examination  of 
a  chlorinated  water,  an  immediate  examination  an"'  testa  are  mads  to  ascertain 
the  cause.  Further  samples  are  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  report.

Herewith  my  report  on  the  work  carried  out  by  or  associated  with 
this  Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1969* 

The  Township  of  Millom  is  recovering  slowly,  although  not  necessarily- 
satisfactorily,  from  the  closiire  of  the  Millom  Ironv;orks  in  August  1968. 
The  peak  unemployment  percentage  thereafter  was  16.2  and  this  had  dropped 
to  8.1  by  December  19^9  due  mainly  to  a  daily  exodus  of  workers  travelling 
to  work  outside  the  town. 

One  side  effect  of  the  closure  of  the  Ironworks  has  been  a  marked 
reduction  in  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  although  there  are  plenty 
who  would  disagree  with  tie  method  by  which  this  improvement  had  been 
achieved.

Unfortiinately  little  industrial  deA^elopment  took  place  in  the  town. 
Althovigh  the  Advance  Factory  erected  by  English  Industrial  Estates  Corporation 
on  land  at  the  east  end  of  Devonshire  Road,  is  nearing  completion,  there  is 
no  firm  evidence  tliat  it  will  be  occupied  in  the  near  .future.  An  increase  in 
indrstria]  development  would  undoubtedly  bring  about  a  greater  demand  for 
housing  accommodation.  The  area  of  land  available  would  enable  progress  to 
be  made  fairly  qnickly  in  this  respect  if  so  required.

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ABATTOIR  Ain)  MEiiT  INSPECTIONS 


There  is  one  abattoir  in  the  area.  This  is  located  at  King  Street, 
Millom  and  is  owned  by  the  Millom  Abattoir  Co,  Ltd, 

The  abattoir  generally  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  but  the 
normal  ’’wear  and  tear"  of  such  premises  is  of  a  demanding  nature  and 
proper  attention  to  items  of  maintenance  is  essential. 

An  improved  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  premises  was  maintained 
during  the  year  but  it  has  on  occcosions  been  necessary  to  draw  the 
attention  of  several  personnel,  using  the  abattoir,  to  the  reqiiirements  of 
The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations, 

All  animals  killed  l,c  the  abattoir  were  inspected. 

The  throughput  showed  a  decrease  of  2fo  on  the  previous  year  and 
325^  less  than  that  for  ^^66  (the  highest  recorded  since  the  present 
abattoir  was  constructed).  Slaughtering  took  place  on  249  days  a,nd 
involved  688  separate  visits. 

No  alterations  were  made  to  the  permitted  hours  of  slaughtering. 

These  total  55a'  hours  per  week  and  only  occasionally  has  it  been  necessary 
to  slaughter  outside  of  these  times. 

The  amount  received  by  the  Council  in  inspection  fees  was  £181  3s.  9d,

There  are  no  large  processing  plants  in  the  area.  Smaller  establishments 
have  a  fairly  regular  trade  locally,  whilst  the  larger  egg  producing  units 
generally  dispose  of  old  birds,  live,  for  slaughter  outside  the  area. 

Although  some  attention  is  paid  to  the  inspection  of  poultry  particularly 
prior  to  the  Christmas  period,  this  will  obviously  be  insufficient  if 
legislation  on  this  subject  is  brought  into  operation  as  is  anticipated

Several  outlying  premises  have  had  the  collection  service  improved  from 
monthly'  to  fortnightly  and  some  isolated  premises  were  added  to  the  routes  for 
the  first  time.  There  are,  however,  still  some  premises  on  a  monthly  collection 
and  a  few  which  do  not  receive  a  collection  at  all,  although  arrangements  are 
made  wherever  possible. 


Shop  premises  generally  receive  either  a  weekly  or  twice  weekly  collection 
depending  upon  the  type  of  business  carried  on. 


Special  collections  of  bul.ky  refuse,  furnitiu?e  etc.  are  arranged  on 
request  and  during  the  year  509  such  collections  were  made  varying  from  a 
single  item  to  a  full  load  in  some  instances. 

A  new  35  cubic  yard  Shelvoko  &  Brewry  Pakamatic  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle 
was  brotight  into  operation  in  Eebruary.  A  Karrier  14  cubic  yard  Dual-Tip
